Flaming Fleet has sired 1/ 
winners of 48 races from a total of 14 foals in his first 
two crops. Flaming Fleet, a half-brother to Blue Swords 
is by the leading sire Count Fleet.

CEILING UNLIMITED: Just about the time 
that most Maryland folks were sitting down to 
carve the Thanksgiving turkey, Jockey William 
Hartack was slicing up the $39,105 gross purse 
of the Marguerite Stakes at Pimlico. The oft- 
champion rider took the lion’s share for himself, 
leaving the neck and other less choice portions 
for the late-comers. 

The Marguerite attracted the stakes winners 
La Fuerza and Airmans Guide but when the 
Pimlico track was designated as only ’good,” 
Max Hirsch scratched the former filly, preferring 
to remain elsewhere, presumably in New York 
where he could savor Vergie’s tasty fixin’s. 

Hugh A. Grant’s Airmans Guide, a bay 
daughter of One Count—Navigating, by Hard 
Tack, went into the lVio-mile race with a rec¬ 
ord showing four wins in five starts. This, and 
the presence of Hartack, who interrupted a 
Florida vacation to accept the mount, was good 
enough reason for the fans to bet the filly down 
to 3 to 10. And she won, pretty much like a 
red-hot favorite would be expected to. Hartack 
had a few anxious moments, however, as he 
spent the first sixteenth of the race trying to 
recover an iron lost coming out of the gate. 

Once this had been attended to, Hartack and 
the Grant filly had the race all to themselves. 
Under mild urging, the winner lengthened on 
her seven opponents to score by three and a 
half. Mrs. B. S. Wright, Jr.’s Improve finished 
second but was disqualified and placed third for 
bearing out into C. G. Raible’s Flower Bonnet. 
The latter was moved up to second by the stew¬ 
ards’ directive. 

The winner’s time was 1:46 3 /s. B. B. Wil¬ 
liams, who purchased the filly as agent for Grant 
at the 1959 Keeneland summer sales for $7,000, 
trains her. Airmans Guide was bred by W. P. 
Little, Lexington, Kentucky. The Marguerite, 
Airmans Guide’s second stakes victory (she won 
the Churchill Downs Debutante on Derby day), 
brought her earnings to $39,997. First money 
was $23,905. 

THE MAYER CROSS: Jockey Donald Hale, 
who seemed to have some difficulty recognizing 
the finish line early in the Pimlico meeting, 
found the marker in its rightful place in the 
Exterminator Handicap, November 28. As an 
out-of-towner, Canadian Hale might be expected

to experience difficulty finding his way around 
Baltimore, but he needed no road map in a take- 
charge performance aboard Ali’s Pride, owned 
by Roger Leslie. 

Ali’s Pride had none the best of it. Forced 
wide and brushed en route to victory, he carried 
five pounds overweight when Hale was unable 
to make the assigned 106. R. P. Trice’s Ashlar 
stalked the pacesetting Riversun for the first six 
furlongs, then took over but was unable to hold 
off the winner’s challenge in the closing yards. 

Fractions for the mile and a quarter were: 
:254/ 5 , :51, 1:16, l:4l3/ 5 , and 2:072/ 5 on a 
sloppy track. Only the final fraction was credited 
to Ali’s Pride, a product of the late Louis B. 
Mayor’s favorite *Alibhai—*Beau Pere cross. 
He is out of the mare, Be Happy. In four sea¬ 
sons the five-year-old has started 66 times, win¬ 
ning 19 races, being second 11 times and third 
11 times, earning $73,194. His natural habitat 
is Canada, where, in 1959, he had won the 
Sandown and Kingarvie Stakes and the Durham 
Cup Handicap. A. Routcliff trains the gelding. 

THE CUP: SAME CAST, SECOND 
DRAUGHT: Howell E. Jackson’s *Princequillo 
gelding, Cross Channel, is an improved runner. 
Last season Racing Secretary Charles J. McLen¬ 
nan pegged him at 105 pounds in the Pimlico 
Cup. He won it carrying five pounds over¬ 
weight. This year McLennan assigned him 110. 
Jockey Karl Korte checked in at one pound 
overweight. 

The favorite’s role went to the always-trying 
Ashlar but once again he was relegated to second 
position. Cross Channel took over from River- 
sun after a half and had no great difficulty put¬ 
ting away Ashlar’s challenge in early stretch. In 
1959 the Howell gelding had to run less distance 
for a richer purse. His Pimlico Cup the year 
previous was at a mile and five-eighths. Short¬ 
ened by a furlong in 1959, the Cup netted Mr. 
Howell $7,503.75. Korte’s share of the purse 
will keep him in Wagnerian opera recordings 
until Cup time next year. 

Ed Christmas completed the cast. He trains 
Cross Channel, a winner of $58,651 in 36 starts. 
Out of the Johnstown mare, Two Cities, Cross 
Channel didn’t race at two. At three he won 
two purses and in his last two seasons he has 
won stakes. 
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Hugh A. Grant's Airmans Guide winning the Marguerite Stakes at Pimlico. Improve fin¬ 
ished second but was disqualified and placed third. Flower Bonnet was moved up to second. 


Time for the Pimlico Cup was a ho-hum 
2:33 2 /s. The track was fast for the Howell 
home-bred’s performance. 

YES INDEEDY: Though the Jennings 
Handicap was reduced to overnight status in 
1959, it resulted in one of the more interesting 
races of the Pimlico season. And it was a shame, 
too, that the winner, Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes 
You Will, was denied the opportunity to join 
the ranks of stakes winners. The three-year-old 
son of Rough’n Tumble—Yes She Will, by 
Reaping Reward, had been a model of con¬ 
sistency all season long and few will begrudge 
him the honorary title of Maryland-bred three- 
year-old champion. 

Seven lined up for the nine-furlong handicap 
for Maryland-breds, three years old and up. The 
presumptuous Admiral Hogan proceeded to as¬ 
sert his authority at the drop of the flag, and 
while it was generally suspected that the dis¬ 
tance was well beyond his tether—at least with 
these horses—he was backing up even before a 
half mile had been run. 

With Admiral Hogan taken care of, Yes You 
Will drew off to a commanding lead. Momen¬ 
tarily in the stretch it appeared that Jockey 
Keith Smart was going to be caught napping 
by the charging Madok, but the rider ’’came to” 
in time to shake up his mount and put away the 
Flamingo Farm representative. Movitave, look¬ 
ing a bit like her old self this winter, was well 
placed throughout but found the males ahead of 
her made of stern stuff. In third place, she was 
nine and a quarter lengths in arrears at the wire. 

The Jennings was the eighth win in 14 1959 
starts for Yes You Will, bred and raised in 
Timonium by her owners. He was beaten a 
nose by Julmar in the Ventnor Turf Handicap 
at Atlantic City last August. Trained earlv in 
his three-year-old campaign by Jack Collins, 
brother-in-law of the owner, he is now condi¬ 
tioned by E. R. (Roddy) Myers. The Jennings, 
run in 1:53 2 /&—smart time on the sloppy track 
—was worth $6,500 to the winner. It increased 
his earnings to $34,147. 

EVIL EYE: Maryland-bred Peeping Tom, a 
three-year-old son of Carrier Pigeon—Devil’s 
Girl, by Diavolo, won the first division of the 


Hurricane Handicap, opening day (November 
26) at Tropical Park. Peeping Tom was 
bred by G. Ray Bryson and won the Bowie 
Breeders’ Stakes in the colors of the late master 
of Elray Farm. In August, Mrs. Bryson sold him 
to the Morsey Stable. He seems well bought. 

First out of the latch in the six-furlong stakes, 
Peeping Tom was never headed as he stepped 
to an impressive seven-length victory timed in 
l:09 1 /5. Carrying 114 pounds (Jockey Robert 
Louis Stevenson), the ridgeling was unextended 
in the lane. 

The Hurricane, the second division of which 
was won by Silver Creek Farm’s Roman Colonel, 
118, in 1:09, was the eighth victory in 20 starts 
for Peeping Tom. He has been second 5 times 
and third twice, earning $37,426. 



/. Bowes Bond was most successful among the 
State's trainers on the major ovals. He saddled 
42 winners at Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico in '59. 
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Charlie Timanus, manager of Elray Farm, had 
to destroy Devil’s Girl, dam of Peeping Tom, 
in 1958 when she threw a shipping fit upon 
being loaded on a trailer which was to carry her 
to Merryland Farm to be bred.

Grand Circuit at Baltimore 

Two straight weeks of national Grand Cir¬ 
cuit racing will feature the 76-night Maryland 
State harness season in I960. 

Rosecroft Raceway, of Oxen Hill, and Balti¬ 
more Raceway each will stage a week of Grand 
Circuit attractions and will present the events 
on consecutive weeks. 

There were some surprises in the trotting 
dates assigned by Bruce Livie and his Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

As usual, Rosecroft will open the season in 
May. The Oxen Hill plant will operate from 
May 9 through June 4. Following that comes 
Baltimore Raceway, racing from June 6 to July 
2 . 

Ocean Downs Raceway has been assigned 
dates from July 4 through 30 and Laurel Race¬ 
way will operate from September 16 to October 
15 with no racing on Tuesday, October 4 and 
Tuesday, October 11. 

Each of the State tracks will have a 24-night 
pari-mutuel meet. 

For the past several years, Rosecroft has 
opened the trotting season with Laurel, Balti¬ 
more and Ocean Downs following in the order 
named. 

Rosecroft will stage the Grand Circuit pro¬ 
gram on the final week of its meet with the 
Miller Memorial the principal attraction. Bal¬ 
timore will fly the Grand Circuit flags during 
the first six days of its meeting and will fea¬ 
ture its popular Lord Baltimore Stakes. 

The top two- and three-year-old horses in 
the United States compete on the Grand Circuit, 
which extends from Suffolk Downs in Massa¬ 
chusetts to Hollywood Park in California. 

Baltimore Raceway has indicated that it will 
distribute $110,000 in purse and stake money 
during Grand Circuit week alone. Rosecroft’s 
program calls for $100,000 in purses during its 
Grand Circuit program. 
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Assemblyman at Worthington 

Among the new stallions standing in Mary¬ 
land in i960 is Mrs. Anderson Fowler’s Assem¬ 
blyman, which has taken up residence at the 
Worthington Farm of Congressman Daniel B. 
Brewster. 

Assemblyman is a six-year-old son of Menow, 
out of the Sir Damion mare, Libba. He was 
bred by his owner, Mrs. Fowler and raced in the 
colors of her Glenelg Stable. Assemblyman 
started 31 times and earned $87,799, when his 
racing career was terminated by an injury. 

His best season was at three when he won 5 
races and was second 7 times. The colt won the 
Independence Day Stakes and the Sophomore 
Special Handicap. He was second in the Law¬ 
rence Realization and the Yankee, Boardwalk 
and Knickerbocker Handicaps. 

Mrs. Fowler, of Far Hills, N. J., purchased 
Libba from Hal Price Headley at Keeneland in 
November, 1953. The mare was carrying As¬ 
semblyman at the time. 

Assemblyman’s breeding is similar to that of 
the great racer, Tom Fool. Both are by Menow. 
Tom Fool’s dam, Gaga, is by *Bull Dog, a son 
of *Teddy. Libba, Assemblyman’s dam, is by 
Sir Damion, a grandson of *Teddy, through *Sir 
Gallahad III. *Bull Dog and *Sir Gallahad III 
were full brothers. 

Congressman Brewster considers Assembly- 
man "a fine individual,” and is happy to have 
the horse at his farm. 

John P. Turner, Sr. 

John Purcell Turner Sr., 74, one of the na¬ 
tion’s most respected racing officials for the 
past 45 years, died of a heart attack at his home 
in Baltimore, on December 24. He lived in the 
Tudor Arms Apartments, 501 West University 
Parkway. 

A fixture in the Thoroughbred sport since 
his first job cutting stencils for entries at Marl¬ 
boro in 1914, Mr. Turner had been slated to 


be named a steward for next summer's Thistle- 
Down meeting. Mr. Turner had recently served 
as a steward at Shenandoah Downs, Charles 
Town, W. Va. 

Mr. Turner was born in Baltimore on July 
25, 1885. Though he held official positions at 
tracks in other states, Canada and Mexico, he 
was always most closely associated with the 
sport in Maryland. He worked as a police re¬ 
porter for the old Baltimore News and as a 
sports writer for the old American and Star 
for 12 years after graduating from Mount St. 
Mary’s College in Emmitsburg. After his first 
racing job at Marlboro, he did publicity work 
for Bowie when that track was constructed in 
1914. 

In the ensuing years, he worked at more than 
25 tracks as a mutuel clerk, placing judge, stew¬ 
ard, racing secretary and handicapper. 

In recent years, he was a steward at Bowie, 
Monmouth, Shenandoah and Atlantic City. He 
was one of the nation’s leading racing secre¬ 
taries and handicappers. 

Mr. Turner’s only son, John Jr., followed in 
his father’s footsteps and has also become one 
of the nation’s outstanding racing secretaries. 

John Sr. and his wife, Mary Frances, cele¬ 
brated their 50th wedding anniversary this past 
November 19. Mrs. Turner and John Jr. are 
the only survivors. 

Sagner Horses at Puerto Rico 

The Sagner-Chase Stable, comprised of ten 
horses, is at the El Comandante racetrack, 
Puerto Rico, for an indefinite stay. 

The contingent was the first important 
United States racing outfit to invade El Coman¬ 
dante. Trainer Norm Purcell will condition the 
Thoroughbreds and Jockey Oliver Cutshaw will 
ride. 

The Sagner-Chase horses are owned by Stan¬ 
ley Sagner, Ben and Gee Cohen and David 
Chase.

D ecember would be a wonderful month for 
racing if it only would behave itself. 
Though the past one didn’t present the kind 
of weather you are likely to find in, say, May, 
it was all right if you stayed inside. The 
thoughtful Pimlico management made this pos¬ 
sible. 

In other seasons, when I was outside shiver¬ 
ing with cold, my heart went out in compassion 
for the jockeys, who, it seems reasonable to be¬ 
lieve, were less warmly clothed than I. Thus, 
the little men of the saddle figured to be in¬ 
finitely colder than a well-bundled-up observer, 
even though the observer’s leotards stopped in 
the vicinity of his ankles.

Supped sumptuously with Mr. and Mrs. Cox 
and friends at Park Plaza at expense of less 
perspicacious patrons of Pimlico. 

Dec. 12. To Pimlico for the Jennings Handi¬ 
cap, won by Mrs. Edith Price’s Yes You Will, 
which held off Flamingo Farm’s Madok in a 
stirring finish. Another after-the-races gather¬ 
ing to watch Colts hammer Rams into submis¬ 
sion. It’s surprising how many racing enthusi¬ 
asts also are votaries of a game without mutuels. 
Banqueted bountifully at Green Spring, with 
group of Turf scribes, at expense of unscien¬ 
tific habitues of Old Hilltop. 

Dec. 13. Stopped in at Timonium to look at 
Binna Farm’s Lisa’s Gem and The Draker, a 
foal of 1958 which may win the 1961 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. With Mr. Louis Pascal and Mr. 
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Snowden Carter, dropped in at Mr. Bake Price’s 
eatery and drinkery to see what was being giv¬ 
en away in celebration of the victory of Mrs. 
Price’s Yes You Will scored day before. 

Enjoyed cup of black coffee. 

Dec. 15. Last day at warm, old Pimlico. It 
was hard to say goodby with things like Royal 
Tint ($14.60), Midpassage ($7.60), Mystic 
II ($5.00) and Dirce ($23.80) happening all 
over the place. 

Savored viands at Mr. Marty Welch’s Park 
Plaza with members of Maryland Racing Writ¬ 
ers’ Association and their more interesting 
wives. Mr. Welch was at his gracious best and 
served up hors d’oeuvres that would have 
tempted the appetite of a prophet starving in 
the wilderness—grasshoppers, etc. 

Dec. 22. Mr. Frank Cashen, minister of prop¬ 
aganda for Baltimore Raceway stopped by, with 
news that Binna Farm’s Lisa’s Gem had been 
kicking down the barn, and that connections 
thought highly of colt’s chances at Charles 
Town. Mr. Cashen is a former sports reporter. 
A quick check showed that there wasn’t time 
to get to Charles Town; the race had been run 
ten minutes before Mr. Cashen released his 
"special.” 

Naturally, Lisa’s Gem won. 

Dec. 22. (Evening) Mr. George Carter and 
brother and father stopped in on tour of in¬ 
spection. I had inspected his farm and stock a 
few weeks earlier and he was returning the 
courtesy.

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Danny Shea 

All Maryland mourns the passing of Danny 
Shea, who died suddenly at his Merryland Farm, 
at Hyde, on the morning of December 15. He 
was 62 years old. 

A familiar figure on Maryland, New Jersey 
and Delaware tracks during the last 20 years, 
Danny devoted most of his time in recent sea¬ 
sons to the farm. The racing string, usually 
about a dozen of Shea’s and as many more be¬ 
longing to other owners has been in the hands 
of Danny, Jr. 

Shea was born in Quincy, Mass., but his 
family moved to Brookline while he still was a 
young child. There, his father operated a haul¬ 
ing business. 

The name of Shea ranks with the all-time 
greats of the show ring. Long before he had 
been introduced to a razor, Danny was riding 
jumpers with such skill and fearlessness as to 
gain national renown. In his day, he was recog¬ 
nized as one of the greatest civilian show ring 
riders in the country. Before he had entered his 
teens he was credited with clearing a seven-foot 
jump. His all-time high jump was seven feet, 
nine inches, aboard Tipperary in a show in 
Massachusetts. 

An old army troop horse named Squire was 
the greatest jumper ever straddled by Shea. To¬ 
gether, they won the open jumper champion¬ 
ship in 1934 and 1935 at Madison Square 
Garden. A successful title defense was made the 
following year aboard Will Gallop. 

Squire was a Texas-bred gray gelding of 
obscure parentage that Shea purchased for $300. 
He stood only 15.1 hands. 

"Squire was 18 years old at the time I bought 
him and was supposed to be through as a 
jumper, but he fooled ’em all,” Danny recalled 
recently. "I campaigned him until he was 23 
and then sold him for $3,500 to a Colonel Bates 
of the Canadian military jumping team. He 
broke his neck taking a double in Ireland as a 
member of the Canadian team.” 

Shea later acquired a pony-sized jumper— 
13.2—which he dubbed "Little Squire, that 
later won the 1941 open jumper championship 
at the Garden under Mickey Walshs handling. 

After 15 years of showing, Danny Shea 
turned to training Thoroughbreds in 1936, con¬ 
ditioning his first runners at the old Benning 
track in Washington. Three years later he pur¬ 
chased the 250-acre Merryland Farm from 
William Elder. 

Merryland was improved to the point where 
it ranks as one of the state’s finest nurseries. 

There are few phases of the horse business

that Danny did not try. In addition to his suc¬ 
cessful career in the show ring, he had a whirl 
at polo, riding ’chasers and operating a vanning 
business. 

Shea served in both World Wars. In the 
1917 conflict he was a corporal in the veterinary 
corps. And from 1942 to 1944 he was a captain 
in the Remount, being in charge of the Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding stock at Fort Reno. 

Though his last years were devoted mainly to 
racing and breeding, Danny Shea cherished a 
regard for the show game and took time out 
seven or eight times a year to judge hunter and 
jumper classes. In recent years he faulted con¬ 
formation and scored knockdowns at horse 
shows at Devon, Madison Square Garden, Fort 
Worth, St. Louis and Grosse Point. 

Merryland Continues

Merryland Farm, the largest commercial 
breeding and training establishment for Thor¬ 
oughbreds in Maryland, will continue despite 
the untimely death of Danny Shea, Sr., who 
owned and operated the 250-acre farm since 
1939. 
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It was teamwork on the part of all members 
of the Shea family which made Merryland Farm 
a success during the last 20 years, and Mrs. 
Danny Shea, Sr., and Danny, Jr., will operate 
and further develop the nursery and training 
stables. 

"Since Danny’s death we have received many 
queries about the farm and the horses,” Mrs. 
Betty Shea explained. "Therefore, I would like 
to announce that business will continue at 
Merryland Farm. I’m sure that’s the way Danny 
would have wanted it. 

"Sonny (Danny, Jr.) has had almost complete 
charge of the racing stable for the last two years 
as his father gave most of his attention to run¬ 
ning the farm and other activity such as judging 
at horse shows throughout the country. Sonny 
will continue to train the public stable and 
Merryland Farm horses. 

"He thoroughly understands every phase of 
the business of which I will take over the ad¬ 
ministrative duties. Danny gave most of his life 
to Merryland Farm and we are determined it 
will not only continue but improve as well.” 

Mrs. Shea told of completion of a corral for 
the schooling of "green” jumpers the week be¬ 
fore Danny, Sr., died. "He had planned to de¬ 
velop young steeplechase horses,” Mrs. Shea 
said. "This, and all other projects started by my 
husband, will be continued.” 

The qualifications of Mrs. Shea to shoulder 
administrative duties at Merryland Farm are un¬ 
deniable. She is an accomplished horsewoman 
and a graduate of the New York University 
School of Retailing, where she majored in busi¬ 
ness administration and merchandising. 

Since becoming Mrs. Shea in 1949, she has 
been active in community work. For several 
years she was chairman of the eleventh district 
Cancer Fund and is now on the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Maryland Society for Mentally Re¬ 
tarded Children. 

Thirty-five-year-old Danny, Jr., better known 
in racing as "Sonny,” graduated from McDon- 
ogh and served in the Air Corps in World War 
II. On returning from service, he became asso¬ 
ciated with his father at Merryland Farm and 
rode in steeplechase events as well as the show 
ring. 

During the last ten years. Sonny gradually 
took over as trainer of the public stable branch 
of the farm operation. He plans to ship about 
20 Thoroughbreds to Bowie the middle of Jan¬ 
uary. They will campaign during Maryland’s 
I960 season, which opens at Bowie on Feb¬ 
ruary 12. 

A big part of the Shea set-up has been the 
breaking of yearlings over the farm’s half-mile 
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track each fall. There, young horses owned by 
many of the country’s leading stables have been 
taught the fundamentals of racetrack work. No 
less than 64 yearlings were broken at Merryland 
the past fall. 

That portion of the farm devoted to the 
breeding of Thoroughbreds is the court of three 
top-ranking stallions — * River War, Flaming 
Fleet and Manuelito. The books are full for 
I960 for ** River War, a son of Nearco, and 
Flaming Fleet, which is by Count Fleet. 

The younger Manuelito is comparatively un¬ 
tried, since his first crop will not reach racing 
age until next month. However, the Sheas have 
high hopes that the son of ^Heliopolis will de¬ 
velop into an outstanding Maryland sire. 

Heading the string of runners to be shipped 
to Bowie soon is the three-year-old filly Blonde 
Demond, a daughter of * River War which 
won the Blue Hen Stakes at Delaware Park 
in July.

Bowie Features 

There will be a record daily purse distribu¬ 
tion of $29,000 in overnight races at Bowie’s 
40-day meeting, February 12 to March 29, plus 
$262,500 in added-money races. There is one 
deviation from the 1959 program.

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Blessing Of The Horse 

A novel Thanksgiving blessing was intro¬ 
duced to Harford County this year. Traditional, 
but completely new to this East Coast region, 
this solemn service constituted the blessing of 
the horse. (It is traditional that the fox hunter’s 
coveted hounds have been blessed for cen¬ 
turies in Europe and the United States.) 

Blessing the horse is an annual practice in 
parts of Europe, particularly in England, where 
it was first started at Tattenham Corner on Ep¬ 
som Downs. In September, the Horseman’s Sun¬ 
day Service celebrated its 12th anniversary for 
blessing the horse. The number of English horses 
and ponies had increased from a few dozen when 
it was first begun in 1948 to 647 horses and 
ponies this year. 

The first annual blessing of the horse, in 
Maryland, took place at Golden Vein Farms 
near Havre de Grace. The ceremony was spon¬ 
sored by the Havre de Grace Chapter of the 
Harford Horse and Pony Club. 

On a crisp, clear day, Friday, November 27, 
Rev. Paul E. Leatherbury, of St. John’s Episco¬ 
pal Church in Havre de Grace, conducted the 
service. A number of spectators grouped behind 
Rev. Leatherbury as he performed the ten- 
minute service at an altar. On this altar were 
bowls of oats, barley, carrots, and sugar with 
hay and straw flanking its sides. A saddle and 
bridle complemented the front of the altar. On 
a knoll overlooking the Susquehanna River, the 
19 horses, all mounted, were blessed. 

Animal lovers, especially those who have wit¬ 
nessed blessing of the hounds, can realize the 
dignity and feeling manifested by this blessing 
of the horse. 

The service offered prayers for God’s pro¬ 


tection of man, for the President and the 
Nation, for world peace, and for horses and 
ponies. This last prayer is repeated here: 

Hear our humble prayer, O God, for our 
friends the horses and ponies, Thy servants. We 
pray especially for all that are suffering in any 
way; for the overworked and underfed, the lost 
or hungry, for all the ill-treated, and for those 
that must be put to death: 

We entreat for them Thy mercy and pity; for 
those who deal with them we ask a heart of com¬ 
passion, gentle hands and kindly words. 

Make us all to be true friends to horses and 
ponies and so more worthy followers of our 
merciful Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. Amen. 

Blessing of the Horses and Ponies 
O Lord God, king of heaven and earth, Word 
of the Father, by Whom all things were made 
and given unto us for our use; we entreat Thee 
mercifully to behold us Thy servants. As Thou 
didst grant us Thy help in our labors and ne¬ 
cessities, so vouchsafe of Thy loving kindness 
and mercy to bless, keep, and protect these 
horses and ponies with Thy heavenly benedic¬ 
tion. Grant also unto us Thy servants both tem¬ 
poral aid and Thy heavenly grace, that we may 
thankfully praise and glorify Thy holy Name. 
Who with the same Father, in the unity of the 
Holy Spirit livest and reignest, world without 
end. Amen.

C. Barnes presented each rider with a blue 
rosette commemorating the first annual blessing 
of horses in this section of the country. 

Upon conclusion of the ceremony, the 
mounted group, headed by Mrs. Bonnie T. 
Watts, began the 14th annual 20-mile trail ride 
across Harford County farms.

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Sport and the Horse 

Outstanding paintings of hunting and racing 
events, or of the horse in its association with 
these events, are to be assembled in an unique 
exhibition of work by English, French and 
American painters at the Virginia Museum of 
Fine Arts in Richmond from April 1 to May 15. 

The major English animal painters—Gilpin, 
Marshall, Seymour, Stubbs, Ward and Wootton; 
French artists—Daumier, De Dreux, Degas, 
Forain, Gericault and Manet; and the American 
animal painter, Trove, will be represented by 
famous paintings of the horse. 

To assemble this group of paintings it has 
been necessary to borrow from public and 
private collections in America and Europe, in¬ 
cluding the British Royal Collection and the 
Louvre. Some of the paintings acquired by the 
original owners are still in the homes of their 
descendants and have not before been publicly 
exhibited. Most of the paintings have never been 
previously exhibited in America. 

Due to the traditional and active interest in 
hunting and racing in Virginia, the project 
was undertaken by this Museum, and is being 
timed to coincide with the Deep Run Hunt 
Races held in Richmond. Containing approxi¬ 
mately 69 paintings, the size of the exhibition 
has been determined by the capacity of the Vir¬ 
ginia Museum’s Special Exhibition Gallery. A 
distinguished group of patrons headed by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, President of the United 
States, and Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, and 
a British and American Committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Paul Mellon, are sponsor¬ 
ing the exhibition. 

A Committee of Selection, composed of Mr. 
Leslie Cheek, Jr., Director, Virginia Museum of 
Fine Arts; Mr. W. G. Constable, formerly Cura¬ 
tor of Paintings, Museum of Fine Arts, Boston; 


Mr. Andrew Ritchie, Director, Yale University 
Art Gallery; Mr. Basil Taylor, Librarian, Royal 
College of Art, London; and Mr. John Walker, 
Director, National Gallery of Art, Washington, 
has chosen the paintings. The catalogue is be¬ 
ing written by Mr. Basil Taylor. 

A gala preview for Virginia Museum Mem¬ 
bers will be held at the Virginia Museum from 
8-10 p.m. on the evening of March 31. A ban¬ 
quet for patrons, committee members and 
sponsors will take place at the Virginia Museum 
on the evening of April 1 with Lord Irwin, 
senior steward of the English Jockey Club, pre¬ 
siding. Lord Irwin’s father, the late Earl of 
Halifax, was British Ambassador to the United 
States from 1941 to 1946. On April 15, Mr. 
W. G. Constable will deliver an address in the 
Virginia Museum auditorium at 8:30 p.m. on 
the subject of the exhibition.

Bowie Under Glass 

Glass-enclosed clubhouse and grandstand are 
the principal innovations in the $500,000 im¬ 
provement program under way at Bowie which 
opens the major Eastern racing season on 
February 12. The project, only one of its type 
in the East, will provide utmost protection from 
the elements while affording an unobstructed 
view of the sport. 

A new two-acre parking area, the other major 
improvement, has been cleared adjacent to the 
railroad siding and like the glass-enclosed stand 
will be ready for the holiday opener. This area 
will be "preferred parking” and also alleviate 
clubhouse parking. 

The contract for the enclosed stand has been 
let to the Mark Linenthal Engineering Co. of 
Boston, an experienced construction firm in glass 
enclosures at racetracks. A total of 20,000 square 
feet of plate glass will be used on the 506 foot 
frontage which spans 40 feet from the roof top 
to the box level. Panes of glass, measuring IVl 
x 101/2 feet, will be installed with narrow 
dividers to insure an unobscured view.
